Name Origin: Race named for Barbara Hunter’s homebred Keertana, who won four of her nine starts at Churchill Downs, including a nose triumph over males in 
the $111,200 Louisville Handicap (Grade IID) in 2011. She also won the 2009 Regret (GII) by a neck. Overall, the Kentucky-bred daughter of Johar out of the 
Storm Cat mare Motokiks won 11 of 29 starts between 2008-12 — including six stakes — and $1,031,938 while under the care of trainer Tom Proctor. In 2010, she 


was beaten a half-length when third behind Shared Account and Midday in the Breeders’ Cup Filly & Mare Turf (GI) beneath the Twin Spires.
